was Arreſted and Deteined ſome Hours in the Cor0ner*s Cuſtody: Here- 


upon Sir W/m brought his Actions againſt Mr. Papi#on and Mr. Dubois, 
tor arreſting my Lord Mayor ; and the Matter:being repreſented to come 
little ſhort of Treaſon, a Tory Jury gave Pritchard 100001. Damages, 
tho? not one Penry-worth of Dimage proved or done and moſt un- 
doubtedly Mr: Daboz; would have had the ſame Fate, had not he dyed 
before the Tryal againſt him could be brought on.
